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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claiml-12 and 42-53 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Rechtenwald 
et al. (6,439,345) discloses the use of a method for obtaining a package where a user is 
notified electronically that a package has arrived and is ready for pick up, however fails 
to disclose the use of a two-dimensional barcode that is encoded with a user's previously 
provided biometric information, fails to disclose collecting current biometric information 
and fails to disclose comparing a user's current biometric information with the encoded 
previously provided information. Danielson et al. (US 2003/0081860) discloses the use 
of a handheld unit where signature information is retrieved from a database and displayed 
for comparison purposes. However discloses the information is stored in a database and 
fails to disclose the use of a two-dimensional barcode which is encoded with the user's 
previously provided biometric information. Berson (6,902,005) discloses the use of an 
employee card which contains a two-dimensional barcode, which is encoded with a 
user's biometric information, which is retrieved from the card then compared to the 
current biometric information collected to verify the employee is the right person. 
However, Berson is being used in an employee identification system and fails to disclose 
being capable of any notification of a package has arrived at a pre-determined location. 
Gurton (Computer Weekly Article) discloses the use of two-dimensional barcodes being 
used in the shipping industry, however discloses them to be used on a shipping label and 
not encoded with users biometric information. Therefore a method which notifies a user 
that a package has arrived, generates a receipt with a two-dimensional barcode encoded 
with a users previously provided biometric information, so it can be decoded and 
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compared to the users current biometric information, in order to provide the package to 
the user, is not anticipated not rendered obvious over the prior art of record. 

3. In regards to the apparatus. Rechtenwald discloses the use of an item pick-up 
system with a notification unit, however fails to disclose the use of a scanner, collector or 
comparator for use with the comparison of biometric information. Berson discloses the 
use of a scanner, collector and comparator, however fails to disclose the use of a 
notification unit which is capable of notifying a user that a package has arrived at a 
predetermined location. Therefore, an apparatus, with a notification unit which notifies a 
user that a package has arrived, a scanner with is operable to scan a two-dimensional 
barcode which is encoded with a user's previously provided biometric information, a 
collector and a comparator which determined that a package can be provided to a user, is 
not anticipated nor rendered obvious over the prior art of record.
